investigate it to exercise the most severe cau- 
tion. With reference to Dr. Clarke’s accusa- 
tion of plagiarism on the part of Dr. Davis the 
committee reported that it was impossibie to 
reject the charge, since large portions of Dr. 
Davis’ paper were extracted bodily from the 
Encyclopedia Britannica without reference or 
credit. Dr. Davis’ relations with the sub- 
jects whom be introduced in illustration of 
his theme are handled gingerly. These sub- 
jeots, better known to the public as *horses,’’ 
are condemned by the committee as utterly 
untrustworthy; some are known to bave re- 
ceived money. and one, at least, after mak ing 
a tutile demand upon Dr. Davis for $25, 
appeared before the committee without re- 
ward. No charge of duplicity or fraud is 
brought against Dr. Davis personally, but, if 
innocent, he is censured for his carelesness or 
credulity. Dr. Clarke's vigorous language re- 
garding the whole affair is appr oved and ap- 
plauded. 

A paper was read by Dr. E. F. Ingals on the 
subject of ** Hay-Fever,” in which that trouble- 
some malady was described as no longer de 
serving a place in the catalog of incurable dis- 
eases.

His Funeral Such a Pageant as 
the World Has Rarely 
| Seen. 1 


to Have Witnessed the Great 
Cortege. 


The Oeremonies from First to Last 
Marked by Fitting Solemnity 
and Decorum.

PARIS, June 1.— [Via Mackay- Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. —Contrary to all expectation 
today the funeral of Victor Hugo was in every 
way worthy of France and of her great poet. 
I was enabled. to take part in the ceremony as 
one ofa very limited number of guests es- 
pecially invited by the Hugofamily. The only 
other journalists to whom this privilege was 
accorded were M. August Vitre of the Figaro, 
M. Rochefort of the Intransigeant, Maguier of 
the Evenement,-and M. Berrandi of the Inde- 
pendance Belge. They entered the in 
closure of the Aro de Triomphe 
at 10 o'clock as Chopin’s famous fune- 
rai merch was executed by five military 
bands. dhe sky was overcastana the green 
flames of the large, bronze candelabra were 
wildly flaunted in the breeze. Every window, 
balcony, roof, and projection overlooking the 
place was fringed with human heads. 

In a few moments M. Leyrorer, the venera- 
ble President of the Senate: mounted a small! 
black and silver pulpit. He faced the chief 
mourners, drew from hia pocket a dozen sheets 
ot closely written foolscap paper, and, ina 
vuice scarcely above awhisper, read a very 


long speech. MM. Floquet, Goblet, Emil 
Augier, Michelin, and Le Ferre fol- 
lowed. M. Floquet was quick and 


to the point, and made a sensation, but the 
greatest success was scored by Emil Augier, 
who wore the green palms of the Academy, 
and was listened to with a respect approach- 
ing reverence. M. Michelin, in the course of 
his speech, spoke of Paris as a commune.“ 
which caused several reactionary interruptions, 
Severai voices exclaimed, “Non, non: assez, 
asses. The radicals retorted by ories of 
Shame, shame; keep quiet, keep quiet.”” M. 
Rochefort sbook bis bushy’ white hair and 
‘frowned. Things began to look squaily, but 
at this point M. Michelin happened to misplace 
one of the sheets of bis speech, and skipping 
about 200 words ended with a well-rounded 
period: “/Honneur et gloire a Victor Hugo, le 
genie de ’humanitie.” At forty-tive minutes 
after 11 o’clock the band of the Garde 
Republicaine struck up the Marsellaise,“ the 
troops presented arms, and the coffin was re- 
moved from the catafaique and placed, accord- 
ing to the wishes expressed by Victor Hugo in 
his will, on a *‘ corbillard des pauvres.”’ 
THE LINE OF MARCH. 

The order of the procession was as follows: 
First, a squadron of the Republican Guards; 
then the General commanding, with his staff. 
After these came a regiment of cuirassiers, 
headed by its band and the drum corps of the 
three regiments. These formed the escort 
proper forthe funeral procession, while along 
its line on both sides yas constantly heard the 
roll of muffied drums. Cars laden with wreaths 
and flowers followed, accompanied by the boys 
of the public schools. The band or the 
Republican Guards here 
deputation from Besancon; the rep- 
resentatives of foreign newspapers, members 
of the Dramatic Society, and delegations from 
the National and other theatres. Following 
the hearse were the relatives and immediate 
triends of the family of Victor Hugo, the rep- 
resentative of President Grévy, the Presidents 
of the Senate and Chamber of Deputies, for- 
eign Ambassadors, the Chancellor of the 
Legion of Honor, the Military Governor 
of Paris, Senators and Deputies, deputa- 
tions, the Prefects of the Seine, the police 
and military and naval authorities, a con- 
tingent of the Army of Paris, and a squadron 
of the Republican Guards. The procession 
followed the route from the Champs Eiysées 
through the Piace de la Concorde, the Boule- 
vards St. Germain and St. Michel, the Rue 
Sauffict, to the Place du Pantheon. At the time 
that the head of the procession reached the 
Pantheon the end had not yet left the Arode 


Triomphe, 
The simple black hearse had no ornament 
whatever, except two small wreaths of 


white roses. The hearse bore the number 
120, and the name of the driver was Provest, 
who, with two black horses, Fanfare and 
Fioretta, probably never dreamt of such an 
honor. At noon we got fairly under way, 
young Georges Hugo walking alone as chiet 
mourner. Immediately behind the hearse 
came the family and some dozen invited guests 
following at an interval of a few pases. From 
my position, some ten yards bebind the hearse, 
it was a sight most impressive and not to be for- 
gotten in a lifetime. As far as the eye could 
reach I could see a perfect mosaic of 
uncovered heads. On the roofs and on 
chimneys were artists and photographers, 
oiten in the most dangerous positions. Every 
tree was full of young men and women. On 
one chestnut tree 1 counted twenty-three 
human beings. All the railings and lampposts 
were occupied by climbers in various attitudes 
of torture. The windows of residences in the 
Champs Elysées and the Boulevard Saint Ger- 
main were filled with unmotional men and 
women of the world, but the serried, unbroken 
masses that covered every square of standing- 
room from Place de I’Etoile to the Pantheon, 
formmg, together with those of the procession, 
itself almost a nation, were thoroughly im- 
pressed with the solemnity of today’s cere- 
mony, which has now become an historic 
event. 1 
INCIDENTS OF THE PROCESSION. 

As we reached the Pont de la Concorde sev- 
eral hundred white doves were let loose. Since 
che siege of Paris Hugo bad beld a sort of ven- 
eration for pigeons, and would never allow 
them to be served at his tabie. They fluttered 
lazily over the hearse and in a few moments 
disappeared at the corner of the Rue de Belle 
Chafse and the Boulevard Saint Germain. A 
remarkable incident occurred at this point. 
I beard the shriek of & woman, then 
a crash, then wild shouting. Red ob 
jects were seen moving on a tree. A 
gentleman exclaimed: “Now for it! 
Here come the Anarchists with red flags.“ 
Two officers of the Garde Republicaine gal- 
ioped forward with swords drawn. The soldiers 


had that peculiar, determined wide-awnke look 
that any one who has ever seen troops in ac- 
tion can never forget. A kind of shudder 
passed through the crowd and a formidabie de- 
onstration seemed about to break out. To the 
great relief of every one it soon turned 
out that the commotion was caused by a large 
branch of tree, whch, overweighted by six 
boys, bad fallen upon a ladder, upon which a 
mother three daughters had been perched.

Le Mat, an ex-officer of the Confederate army, 
who served under Beauregard at Charleston. 
made a short speegh, and, in the name of the 
National Institute of Washington, expressed 
the grief felt by gil the Americans from one 
end of the land to the other at tne loss sus- 
tained by the civilized world in the death of 
Victor Hugo. , 

A PANIC BARELY AVERTED. 

At this point an incident occurred which 
might have caused a most extraordinary catas- 
trophe. The alcohol in one of the candelabra 
began to run over, and was seen by no one 
until the corner of the cloth of the catafalque 
was on fire. —Two undertaker’s employés and 
two pompiers managed with great presence of 
mind to extinguish the flames with handker- 
chiefs and with caps snatched suddenly from 
the beads of some workmen. Thanks to 
the coolness and presence of mind of these 
four men, not tea spectators became aware of 
the danger before it was over. 

Until 7 o’clock a perfect forest of wreaths 
borne by swaying masses of men continued to 
arrive. Deputations with uncovered heads 
filed past the coffin, each individual removing 
the immortelles from bis buttonhole and cast- 
ing them to the ground until the Place St. 
Genevieve was literally strewn with flowers. 
A wreath offered by the French residents in 
California was loudly cBeered as it passed up 
the Rue Souffict. It was about three metres in 
diameter and represented French and Ameri- 
can flags in red, white, and blue flowers side 
by side. 

In the evening the body was removéd to a 
vault next to that in which lie the remains of 
Souffioct, the architect of the Pantheon. The 
only ornament at present on Hugo's last rest- 
ing-place is a plain blackpanel upon which are 
embroidered in dead silver a lyre and- two 
crossed pens, but over the portals of the Pan- 
theon his epitaph is written plainly: Aux 
Grands Hommes la Patrie Reconnaissante.”’ 

REJOICING OVER THE GOOD ORDER. 

M. Allain-Targe, Minister of the Interior, said 
this evening that there had been but few casu- 
alties during the tuneral of Victor Hugo, and 
be expressed gratitication at the orderly man- 
ner in which everything had been conducted. 
The police, he said, had been enjoined 
to moderation, and the owners of red flags 
cut them to pieces and put them out of 
sight to avoid surrendering them. The crowds 
in the Place de L’Etoile have torn down the 
long crape hangings which draped the Arc de 
Triomphe and have carried away the pieces as 
trophies, 

The obsequies today surpassed everything 
within the memory of the oldest Parisian. Such 
a concourse of people bas rarely been wit- 
nessed in the great city. Before the start of 
the procession the police seized fifteen red 
flags and immediately destroyed them. 

Preceding the hearse were twelve cars laden 
with floral crowns. Besides these 800 wreaths 


all the fortress towns in the annexed provinces 
were well represented. Prince Hohealohe, 
the German Ambassador, was absent from the 
diplomates. Every point of view was crowded 
with men, women, and children. The tops of 
five-storv bouses and even the chimneys were 
occupied by sight-seers. Paul Berou led, the 
Alsace-Lorraine deputations, and the Geneva 
Society received great applause. During the 
procession a vast scaffolding on the Place 
Cluny collapsed. Many persons were injured, 
but none were killed. The fall caused a great 
panic and confusion, but the procession was 
soon reformed. Another platform fell on the 
Rue Royale. 


A CRAZY EMIGRANT, 


HE JUMPED FROM A TRAIN AND LAY IN

A WARM GLOVE CONTEST. 

The electrig lights at Tammany Hall shone 
upon between 500 and 600 people last evening 
who had assembied to witness the five-round 
glove contest for the heavy-weight cbhampion- 
ship of the State of Illinois and a division of 
the gate-.eceipts between Frank Glover, 
the present champion, and William Brad- 
burn of the Town of Lake. 
Glover at present holds the medal, be having 
won it from Tom Chandler at Battery D last 
spring. Both contesants have many admirers, 
and the belief that the contest would result 
purely as the merits of the men might decide 
it generally prevailed. The price of admission 
was fixed at a figure too hign for the rough 
element;~and the sheen of silk hats bespoke 
the audience as above that ordinarily at- 
tracted by such exhibitions, many of the 
better class of.sporting-men and a large 
number ot Board of Trade and business-men 
being present. 

In the preliminary set-tos, which were be- 
tween Paddy Welch and Ed Payne, Hogan and 
Gilchrist, Mayham and Miller. Hagerman and 
McLaughiia, and John Tobin and Tom Hinch, 
that between the last two was by far the cley- 
erest and best contested. Hinch has e favor- 
able record, while Tobin as a boxer is a warm 
favorit among a large class. 

At 10 o'clock Billy Lakeman announced the 
event of the evening and soon after the prin- 
cipals made their appearance, both seeming to 
be ia excellent condition. After some delay 
Mike Lawier, Congressman Lawler's brother, 
was chosen referee, with Billy Lakeman hold- 
ing the watch, and Ed Dorney and Frank Ware 
seconding Bradburn and Nobby Clark and 
James Faulkner looking after Glover's wants.

He also announced that Capt. James Dalton, 
in behalf of Patsey Cardiff, would challenge 
the winner of the fight to a six-round contest, 
the winner to e all or nothing. The 
ring, which had been roped in upon the 
stage, was then cleared of all save the two con- 
testants and the referee, and time was then 
called. The contest was a good one from be- 
ginning to end, and at its conclusion it is safe 
to say there was not a mau in the hall who 
doubted that each man had fought to win and 
to the extent of his ability. Scarcely had the 
word Time for the first round left the ref- 
eree’s lips when Brad buru sprang at his oppo- 
nent with the rush of a mastiff and 
landed two stiff blows upon the cham- 
pion’s breast and neck. Glover was surprised, 
and showed it in his attitude, and before he 
could recover Bradburn made another savage 
rush almost as successful as the first. This 
time, however, he was met by Glover’s left, 
which caught him on the nose. Again and 
again did Bradburn rush at his opponent, But 
the latter soon recovered himself and was al- 
ways there to catch his man at the rush. 
The round ended with honors easy. The sec- 
ond round was inaugurated with another of 
the Lake man’s savage rushes, and the 
fighting was sharp and severe up to the 
call of time, when it was noticed that Brad- 
burn’s gloves were reddened with the blood 
which trickled down from bis opponent's nose. 
Promptiy che men sprang to the centre of the 
ring tor the third round, and the exchanges 
were hot enough to make the crowd catch its 
breath and watco silently and eagerly for the 
**knock-out’”’ biow, which it was seen Glover 
was trying bard to plant under his opponent’s 
left ear, but which the latter always cleverly 
avoided by dropping his head just in 
tume.

Inauguration of an Era of Idieness 
by the Ironworkers of 
the West. 


Prospect of a Long aud Desperate 
Struggle Between the Manufaet- 
: urers aud Workmen. 


Chesapeake & Ohio Emp'oyes Object to a 
Reduction— The Shackamaxon 
Bank's Affairs — Notes, 


Pirrsnund, Pa., June 1,—)Special,|—Ten 
iron and steel mills have signed the wage scale. 
Several of these already have their scales safe- 
ly placed in the office of the Amalgamated Asso- 
ciation. The milis that have signed are as 
follows: Carnegie Brothers & Co., Republic 
Iron Company, Dilworth, Porter & Co., the 
Wayne Iron & Steel Works, the Solar Iron 
Works, Singer, Nittick & Co., Smith, Sutton & 
Co., the National Tube Works ana Woods’ Iron 
Works of McKeesport, and Long & Co. of Mo- 
Kee’s Rocks—ten milis in all, of about thirty- 
five iron and steel mills in this dis 
trict. The chief trouble in 1883 was 
with the pudd ers' scale. Now the old fight of 
paying for merchantabie iron seems to be the 
hitch where the conferences stick. The firms 
of Lindsay, McCutcheon & Co., Oliver Bros. & 
Phillips, and A. M. Byers & Co. ali stuck upon 
this point, and refused to sign the scale unless 
this c'ause is withdrawn. ‘We are ready for 
the fight,’’ sad one of the manufacturers to- 
day. We would just as soon close our works 


i awbile as not.“ 


That talk amounts to nothing,” said an 
ironworker who was told of it “There 
is not a manufacturer in the district 
who bas not signed, but who is feeling as blue 
as possible over it. Do you think they want to 
see their orders going to other milis? With 
coal at their doors and natural gas at a very 
low price, I don't think there is a mill about 
the city that will be idie for any length of 
time.“ 

The repairs in many of the mills, which are 
necessary to be made at this time of year, will 
take from one to four. weeks to complete 
them. This is especially the case among the 
sheet mills. As to Orders received in 
the month of May this year, they were taken 
on conaition that if no settlement is reached 
the orders are not to be filled. Joseph D. 
Weeks, secretary of the Manufacturers’ Asso- 
ciation, this afternoon had received telegrams 
from all the leading iron centres of the coun- 
try. According to his advices, but one iron- 
mill outside of Pittsburg—the Russia, at Niles 
—had signed the scale. The Bellaire Mill, at 
Wheeling, he says, only signed the nailers’ 
scale. President Weibe of the Ironworkers 
said this evening that a certain non-union mill 


had sent in a request to the Amalgamated As- 
sociation fora copy of the scale. 
Thie afternoon the Amalgamated Associa- 


their scale. This makes eleven firms in this 
district who have signed, and the manufact- 
urers claim that the end has been reached. 
The others, they assert, will stand firmly to- 
gether until the workmen agree to 
their terms. It this district a careful estimate 
shows that 13,000 men are idle and 4,500 work- 
ing. In the milis west of the Alleghenies 
nearly 65,000 men, averaging in wages $2 per 
day each, have been thrown out of work by 
the strike. 


EFFECT OF THE STRIKE. 

CrxcInnNati, O., June 1.—[Special.|—A visit 
to the office of E. L. Harper & Co. developed 
that the effect of the ironworkers’ strike will 
extend to other than manufacturers of bar and 
rail iron. Mr. Herron, the manager of the 
company, said that the pig-iron interest would 
be affected. He was in receipt of two tele- 
grams from Pittsburg this morning, in reply to 
an inquiry as to the status of the manufactur- 
ers in that city. Both replied that all had 
closed except four. Mr. Herron explained that 
all were not acturers of dars, or 
rails, or . sheets, det oc that one of 
them was engaged in manufacturing a peculiar 
kind of spikes, and another engaged on a simi- 
lar specialty, and that they bad probably 
allowed themselves to become invoived in con- 
tracts by which they are bound to continue, 
This strike is bound to stick,’’ said Mr. Her- 
ron. The Riverside mill, which closed Satur- 
day evening, has not resumed work, and for 
this reason between 350 and 400 men are idle. 
The mills on the other side of the river 
employ, when running, about 600 men, 
but, except about ten days in October, 
the miils have not been operated for a 
year. The Riverside Mill has been running on 
only about balf time. Nota wheel is turning 
at the Licking Rolling-Mill, Covington, and the 
place was deserted this morning. This mill 
has been practically idle for eight montas, not 
averaging over two days every fortnight. The 
last two weeks, however, in anticipation of 
trouble at the time for revamping the scale, 
200 men have found steady employment, and 
at present the company has about 500 tons of 
manufactured iron in stock. Mr. Henry 
Worthington, President of the company, was 
found in West Covington. He said: I think 
this strike will last some time. If the men 
would work for nothing it wouldn't make 
much difference in the market the way the de- 
mand is now. Those mills at Pittsburg which 
bave signe i are all working on specialities, and 
had big contracts on band. The Keystone 
Bridge Company has contracts to keep its 
plant running many months, while Carnegie & 
Co., who own most of the Keystone, are priu- 
cipally engaged in the manufacture of struct- 


ural iron and other specialties. Mitcheli 
& Tranter’s Mill, at Covington, employs 
from 825 to 375 men, and has deen 


making better time tha i any other mill in the 
three cities. During the winter this plant was 
kept going about tour days a week, and for the 
last couple of months has run almost steadily 
on orders. The shutdown finds this firm with 
about 800.tons in stock anda fair showing of 
orders, placed subject tou strike. At present 
there are a dozen men engaged at repairing, 
but this will be finished in less than a week, 
and then this will be as dismally silent 
as the others.” Charles Avery, President 
of the Amalgamated Association Lodge at 
Covington, said: 

„ don’t believe the bosses expected the men 
to accept that reduction, and I think it was 
only asked to bring about a couple of months’ 
idieness to stiffen the market. Why, the men 
will starve before they will give in to that 
scale. It amounts to 22 per cent, and how are 
the ‘third hands to live, when they only get 
$1 or $1.25 now? A boiler gets $5.50 aton un- 
der the old scale and $5 under the new.“ 

„How long do you think the strike will last?“ 

„Well, maybe six weeks or two months, I 
candidly believe the iron market is dull, and 
think maybe it will make things better all 
round to stop awhile. But some of those little 
fellows in Pittsburg are hard up, and they have 
to run, so they signed.

+ RAILROAD STRIKERS. 

CINCINNATI, O., June 1.—[Special.|—The re- 
duction of 10 per cent in the wages of Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Rullroad employés, which took 
effect June 1. has developed into a vigorous 
strike, which, unless some unexpected conces- 
sion is made on the part of the management 
or empioyés, will necessarily result in a stop- 
page of the traflic of the roads constitut:ng 
the Chesapeake & Ohio system. On the Ken- 
tucky Central Branch all the conductors and 
crews handling freight-trains quit work Mon- 
day, and as a consequence no _ freight- 
trains passed over the road. Part of 
the machinists at the Covington round- 
house quit Saturday night, and several 
more Monday, leaving the works deserted, ex- 
cept by the master mechanic and apprentices. 
Engineers and firemen of freight trains are 
thrown into enforced idieness. The strikers 
avow a determination to prevent freight trains 
from running, and t is understood intend by 
some means to extend the stoppage to all pass- 
enger trains not carrying the United States 
mail. The locomotive engineers on the road 
are trying to avoid the reduction so far as they 
are concerned by consultation with the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio mauagement, and if they fail it 
is probable every locomotive of the 
system will have its fires drawn. Probably 
150 regular employés of the Kentucky Central 
Road are now out of work. It is impossible to 
say how many more have gone on a strike on 
the other branches of the Chesapeake & Ohio 
system. The freight handiers at3p. m. sub- 
mitted a proposition to Superintendent Hun- 
tington to the effect that they will accept the 
reduction, provided extra pay be given for ex- 
tra hours. Mr. Huntington is given till Tuesday 
morning to report on the proposition. It. is 
thought that be will not accept it. Engineer 
Bradley, on the Maysville Branch, refused to 
take his train out this morning. Word from 
ar of Engineers is expected to- 
night. 

LovIsviInye, Ky., June 1.—The employés of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway at this point 
are in a state of expectancy in regard to what 
action will be taken regarding the 10 per cent 
reduction. They will be guided by the action 
of the other operatives along the line, and if a 
strike is deciared they will go out. The offi- 
cials profess ignorance of any impending 
trouble. N 

Paris, Ky., June 1.—] Special. — The brake- 
men and yard force of the Kentucky Central 
Railroad struck today at this piace and Lexing- 
ton owing to a reduction of 10 per cent in their 
wages. Six freight traina were abandoned to- 
day, leaving the engineers and conductors to 
run their trains, if they could. The strikers 
are orderly, and receive accessions with every 
train. They expect the engineers to join them, 
but that body are waiting for a report from 
a committee appointed by the brotherhood 
to wait on the General Manager of the road. 
The city and county authorities were called on 
to protect the railroad property here, but the 
strikers showed no disposition to damage the 
property, only to keep any freights from gomg 
through. It is uncertain what the result will 
be, and many think serious trouble will ensue. 


THE BANK OF MONTREAL. 

MONTREAL, Que., June 1.—{Special.]—The 
annual meeting of the Bank of Montreal was 
held here today, the Directors’ report showing 
a net profit of $1,394,000, and a balance of $78,- 
000 more to carry forward this year than last 
year. After the report had been adopted the 
President, C. F. Smithers, addressed the meet- 
ing, saying that in New York there had been 
an immense falling off in their business, and in 
Chicago a slight one, which, with the low 
rate of interest on call loans and the tax 
of one-half of 1 per cent, bad induced 
the bank to employ a large additional sum in 
Canada, where there was plenty of employ- 
ment for their funds. He spoke strongly 
against the present persistent coinage of de- 
based silver dollars in the United States, for so 
long as it continued no improvement in the 
American money market was to be looked for. 
He advocated putting the banks bere on the 
American system of securing their issues by 
deposits of Government bonds, which would 
do away with the present voluminous monthly 
statements. 


WORSE THAN WAS EXPECTED. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., June 1.—Further inves- 
tigation into the affairs of the collapsed Shack- 
amaxon Bank sbows that its condition is even 
worse than was expected. The total shortage 
may reach 38500, 000, so that even with tne legal 
assessment on the stockhoiders of $140,000— 
double the amount of the capital stock—there 
will not be sufficient funds to pay the de- 
positora. The directors made a superficiai ex- 
amination of the accounts Saturday and found 
things in a most discouraging condition. The 
books were all in confusion, and it will require 
severa) days’ expert work to clear matters so 
that an accurate statement may be got at.

At the Methodist ministers’ meeting the 
Rev. M. S. Terry read a paper on The Revised 
Old Testament.“ After commending the im- 
portant work of the translators the speaker 
said that all versions of the Bibie were fallible, 
and only interpretations of the original He- 
brew text. It was impossible in any one lan- 
guage to reproduce the iaioms and shades and 
depth of meaning often contained in the He- 
brew terms, and so the best version was that 
which showed the greatest fidelity to the orig- 
inal Among the leading improvements 
shown in the new version were 
the printing of the text in paragraphs 
and abandoning the old style of division into 
chapters and verses; the rendering of tne 
poetic parts, in most instances, in poetic form; 
the division of the Psalms into five books; the 
large number of universally acknowledged 
errors corrected; the number of obsolete 
words abandoned; the greater uniformity in 
the transiation of words; and the fact that the 
text, with the margin and the American ap- 
pendix, now puts us in possession of a critical 
and correet interpretation of the whole Bible. 

The leading objections urged against the new 
version were the persistent use of the word 
Lord“ for “Jehovah,” and the substitution, 
not altogether uniform, of Sueol for 
Hell.“ In spite ot some faulta, however, the 
new translation of both Testaments was 80 
much better than the old that it ought to 
supersede the authorized version. 

Several of the changes quoted by the speaker 
bad such an obvious taint of evolution in them 
that the clergymen were both surprised and 
amused. Mules had turned into not 
springs,” the ** bittern’’ bad been transformed 
into the ** porcupine,’ and the spider had

Victron Hudo's funeral in Paris yester- 
day was most imposing. Hundreds of thou- 
sands of people were abroad at daybreak, 
cro wding the streets and boulevards through 
which the great procession was to move. In 
the morning large bodies of cavalry occupied 
the streets leading to the Champs Elysées, 
and minute-guns were fired from Fort Vale- 
rien and the Hotel des Inyalides. The funeral 
procession started at noon and was conducted 
without interference from the riotous ele- 
ment, but few arrests being made. Beneath 
the Arc de Triomphe orations were delivered 
by M. Leroyer, President of the Senate, M. 
Goblet, President of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties, and MM. Floquet and Augier. It is es- 
timated that the pageant attracted fully a 
million spectators. To emphasize the secu- 
larization of the Pantheon, a luncheon was 
spread in that hitherto sacred edifice for Vic- 
tor Hugo’s family. This incident has greatly 
increased the rage of the Clericals. 


BEECHER AS AN EVOLUTIONIST. 

The series of lectures which Mr, Beecher 
is delivering upon the relations of science and 
religion, the second of which was printed in 
Tux TRIBUNE yesterday, is likely to make a 
stir of no ordinary dimensions in religious 
circles. In this lecture he places himself 
squarely upon the basis of evolution as God’s 
method of procedure, not only in the creation 
of. the world and the fixing of natural laws, 
but in all His processes—mental, moral, and 
physical, The literature of the Bible on the 
one hand and the literature of the rocks on 
the other—in ‘other words, religion and 
science—are the two methods of the revela- 
tion of God's thought in the evolution of 
mind and God’s thought in the evolution of 
matter.” This is Mr. Beecher’s position, and 


| starting on this basis the application of this 


doctrine to the purposes of life, to systems 
of philosophy, and specially to theology and 
moral teaching is what he proposes to’ make 
the subject of his remaining lectures. He 
goes beyond this and lets us know that dur- 
ing the remainder of his life he shall labor 
in this field to uncover the revelations of 
science and the revelations of divinity and to 
make them harmonize on the general basis of 
evolution. 

The second lecture is only a prelude to 
those which are to follow, but in it he un- 
qualifiedly accepts the doctrine of evolution, 
and even gives qualified consent to the well- 
known simian theory of Darwin, Huxley, 
Tyndall, and other scientists. That is, he 
does not deem it unreasonable, and declares 
that all the probabilities are on its side and 
only waits for it to be proved before he wel- 
comes it as a truth, because it will throw a 
clear light upon much that is now confused. 
What he thinks will be the result of evolu- 
tion upon religion he states very clearly: 


In every view of ic I think we are to expect 
great practical fruit from the prevalence and 
application of the truths that flow now from 
the interpretations of evolution. It will oblit- 
. erate the dist.nctions between natural and re- 
vealed religion.

I 
am neither infidel, nor agnostic, nor athe- 
ist.” More than this, in another place he 
says that even if man has ascended from the 
apes it does not change his destiny, and that 
he believes evolution and religion will go 
hand in hand is apparent in this extract from 
his lecture: ae | 

Evolution will employ the motives and fa- 
cilities of mghteousness, which was and is the 
design of the whole Bible. It will leave the 
executive doctrines of religion, by which a re- 
vival ministry arouges men’s conscience, by 
which men inspire faith, repentance, ref- 
ormation—not onty will those great truths be 
unharmed by which men work for the salva- 
tion of their fellows, but they will be preserved 
brighter and keener than they oan be in their 
present philosophical relations. The sword of 
the spirit is in the sheath of false theology. 
Evolution applied to religion will influence it 
only as the hidden temples are changed by ro- 
moving the sands which have dritted in from 
the arid deserts of scholastic and medieval the- 
ologies. It will change theologies, but it will 
bring out the simple tempie of God clearer 
than for ages it has been known. 

The meaning of all this is that Mr. Beecher 
in the closing days of his life proposes to be 
the apostle not so much of a new religion as 
of the old religion upon the new basis of 
evolution. Undoubtedly he will have many 
followers, for there are large numbers of 


people who would be glad to see science and 


religion in harmony, and, if Mr. Beecher has 
discovered the cement which will unite them, 
they will rejoice to see him apply it, and will 
welcome the discovery with joyous acclama- 
tions. It will stir up vigorous opposition and 
the theological hornets will swarm about his 
ears, but the stronger the persecution the 
larger will be the list of his converts, It will 
not be possible to move him from his posi- 
tion, for Mr. Beecher by nature is an evolu- 
tionist. In religion he has reached his pres- 
ent position by ascending or descending 
processes, as the case may be. He com- 
mepeed as a rigid Calvinist, and then succes- 
sively appeared as a Congregationalist within 
the pale, a Congregationalist outside of the 
pale, a Liberalist, an abolisher of Hell, a lati- 
tudinarian in morals, an agnostic, and finally 
an evolutionist, just as in politics he com- 
menced as an Abolitionist, then appeared asa 
Free-Soiler, blossomed out as a Republican, 
faded away as a mugwump, and went to seed 
as a Democrat. He has run the whole gamut 
in politics and religion.

BISHOP OBERLY’S OPPORTUNITY. 

Some of the party friends orf Bishop” 
Oberly are still condoling with him over his 
appointment to the office of Superintendent of 
Indian Schools. They regret that he did not 
obtain some office that would give him more 
time and opportunity for party work and par- 
tisan distinction. In his present responsible 
and important position they regard him as 
politically ‘‘shelved.” Surely, Mr. Oberly 
does not value these expressions of gratui- 
tous sympathy. A man of generous and am- 
bitious spirit must appreciate the importance 
of the position Mr. Oberly now holds, and 
be as well keenly alive to the unworthy 
character of the work in which this gentle- 
man was previously engaged and in which 
his party friends fondly hoped he would con- 
tinue. The good Bishop” should rejoice 
that he is freed from the dirty work of party 
management and can exert his abilities in 
the important field of education and civiliza- 
tion for the Indians, The pay may be small, 
but the opportunity for valued and distin- 
guished service is great. 

Bishop Oberly is now in a position where 
he can do much to improve and reform the 
fatuous Indian policy of the Government. 
The need and importance of such work are 
too plain for argument. After fifty years of 
blundering and incompetent management the 
Government has at last got the Indians in a 
position where the vast majority of them are 
chronic paupers, for whose support millions 
of taxes are appropriated every year, the 
free and independent savage having been re- 
duced to the lowest grade of beggary, while 
others of the Indians are well typified by 
Geronimo’s band, which, during the last 
week, left a trail of murder and unspeakable 
outrage through the white settlements in 
New Mexico and Arizona. There is abun- 
dant room for reform and the opportunity 
for it is ripe. 

The new Superintendent of Indian Schools 
will learn before completing his first tour of 
inspection that the savage is easily educated 
and civilized if caught youhg. The Sioux 
Indians were long regarded as a most savage 
race, and in ferocity they were fully equal to 
the inhuman devils now in Geronimo’s band; 
but it was found that when put into the 
schools at an early age the papooses of this 
bloody tribe could be trained and educated 
without serious trouble. The same has been 
true of the Modocs, Sioux and Modoc Indi- 
ans may now be found as the best represent- 
atives of what may be done in the training 
schools. The great trouble is that after the 
young Indians leave the schools and return 
to the reservations they forget all they have 
l@arned and go back to the savage life. On 
the reservations they have no opportunity to 
use and apply what they have learned. The 
system would be vastly improved if these 
young Indians could be used to teach their 
own people. Indians ¢an be taught to raise 
cattle and horses instead of dogs and to 
handle tools in place of firearms if the 
process of training is begun in time and kept 
up diligently. 

The first need with the Indians is to take 
firearms away from them, and the next step 
is to teach them to speak a little English. It 
is wonderful how speedily the Indian be- 
comes civilized after he learns to speak the 
white man’s tongue. He is a different creat- 
ure when he drops the savage dialect of bar- 
barian tropes and metaphors. To cast anew 
an old saying, it may be affirmed that to 
speak English is to think English, and when 
a savage once begins in this way he is quick 
to take up corresponding habits and modes of 


thought. In the Indian Territory the high- 


ly-civilized tribes have progressed so far that 
they speak English exclusively, and their 
original tongues are rapidly dying out. The 
civilization of Indians is exactly measured by 
their ability to speak English. When this is 
once taught them other needed results natur- 

ally follow. 1 
In his position as Superintendent of Indian 
Schools Bishop Oberly can attack the Indian 
problem at the very root. The first thing is 
to train young Indians to understand and 
uce them natufal- 
ly to changed habits thoughts. In a

THE 1RONWORKEKS’ STRIKE.

The strike of the ironworkers may prove 
to be one of the longest and most formidable | 


which have ever occutred, There seems to be 
an irreconcilable difference between the man- 
ufacturers and the workmen as to the scale 


of wages. The workmen contend that they | 


cannot live on the wages offered by the 
manufacturers; the manufacturers contend 
that they cannot afford to pay the wages de- 
manded by the workmen. The old scale of 
wages expired yesterday, and, in the absence 
of a new agreement; the news comes of mills 
shutting down in Pittsburg, Wheeling, 
Youngstown, St. Louis, Chicago, Milwaukee, 
and elsewhere throughout the West. How 
general the strike will be cannot yet be de- 
termined, but it would embrace about 100,- 
000 people if it should go along the whole 
line. | 

It seems almost impossible to forecast an 
early settlement of the disagreement between 
the employers and the employés owing to the 
stagnant condition of the iron business, The 
railroads are the chief consumers of the 


product, and railroad building, which was 


carried on in 1883 to the enormous extent of 
12,500 miles, has dwindled down almost to 
nothing. No new railroads are projected, 
and the railroads in operation are in no con- 
dition to extend their lines or renew their 


} stock. Large stocks of iron have accumu- 


lated during the last year, prices are low, and 
there is small prospect for any early better- 
ment of the situation. In view of these con- 
ditions a strike has not the terrors for the 
manufacturers which it would have in brisk 
times. Indeed, it is believed that many of 
them actually prefer to close their mills, fig- 
uring that the loss of interest on their capi- 
tal will be smaller than the loss of manu- 
facturing at prevailing prices, and hoping 
that a suspension of production fora while 
may lead to better times. 


“The workingmen in a case of this kind do 


not take into account the conditions of the 
market. They know that they are asked to 
work for considerably less wages than they 
have been receiving, and that it has been 
hard enough in the past to make both ends 
meet with the old wages. They can recog- 
nize no justice, therefore, in the proposed re- 
duction of pay. They also exaggerate their 
own power, acting in combination, to enforce 
their demands. If we act together, they ar- 
gue, the manufacturers must yield because 
they cannot afford to shut down their mills 
and let their invested capital lie idle. But 
they can afford to do this as well as they can 
afford to manufacture at a loss, and it is only 
a question with them which way will entail 
the smaller loss, In any ease, the mill-own- 
ers can endure the loss of profits with less 
strain and less suffering than the workmen 
can endure the loss of wages; the former 
have in most instances an accumulated capi- 
tal and other resources, while the latter must 
sooner or later either work or starve. 

It will be a very serious matter if 100,000 
able-bodied men, or half that number, shall 
be thrown out of work in these hard times. 
Every possible effort, should be made on the 
part of the owners and on the part of the 
workm n to averta long lockout, The dif- 
ferences should be submitted to arbitration 
with the provision that the conditions of the 
market be considered along with the necessi- 
ties of the workmén. It s ‘possible that 
some arrangement may be made which shall 
sustain wages but reduce the working force 
or the working hours. It is better that there 
should be a partial suspension and that the 
loss should be divided in a fair proportion be- 
tween the mill-owners and the operatives 
than that there should be a total suspension, 
with the loss falling upon both classes, It 
is possible that the time has come when the 
manufacturers must be content with smaller 
profits and the workmen with lower wages. 
If so, let the rates be adjusted without the 
wasting of long months in idleness, which 
leads to dissipation, and hard feelings, and 
often to violence. An agreement upon some 
basis of arbitration should be reached with- 
out delay. 


JEFF DAVIS STILL co . 

Dr. A. Y. P. Garnett of Washington re- 
cently made a visit to Jeff Davis on his Mis- 
sissippi plantation, and has published an ac- 
count of the conversation that place on 
political subjects with the embodiment of the 
Lost Cause.”

The greatest lament of the recluse at 
Beauvoir is that the respect, love, and ven- 
eration for the Constitution which animated 
the people before the war are now departed.” 
Jeff is very much mistaken. Since the time 
alluded to the people have learned that the 
Constitution is a charter of National unity, 
power, and glory—something well worthy of 
veneration and respect. The theory of Jeff 
Davis made the Constitution a rope of sand, a 
loose pact, which could be dissolved when any 
State became dissatisfied with it; and in this 
view it would properly command about as 
much veneration as the by-laws ofa village 
debating club when organized for the winter. 
It would not be as worthy of respect as an or- 
dinary contract. A common agreement has 
in law a certain binding authority, and rights 
and duties under it can be enforced. The 
Davis State-sovereignty notion made the 
Constitution an imperfect contract or agree- 
ment which could not be enforced when any 
of the parties desired to violate it. Since 
this imbecile doctrine has been blown to pieces 
at the cannon’s mouth the Constitution stands 
infinitly higher than ever in the respect and 
veneration of the people. Itis no longer a 
glittering generality; it is a National charter 
of real power and authority. 

About the same thing is to be said of Jeff 
Davis’ lament over the decline of patriotism. 
As long as the State-sovereignty doctrines re- 
quired all patriotic feeling to be hemmed in by 
State lines there was with believers in the

CANVASSING CiT¥Y ELECTION RE- 
TURNS, 


There is one feature of the new election 
law now before the Legislature which is 
especially deserving of commendation. It 
takes the canvassing of the vote in city elec- 
tions out of the hands of the Common 
It does not permit the men who 


Council. 
are candidates to pass upon their own cases, 


It provides for quadruple returns, so made 
up and delivered as to be acheck upon one 
another, and directs that within seven days 
after the close of the election the County 
Judge, with the assistance of the City Attorney 


and the Board of Election Commissioners, 
who are hereby declared a Canvassing Board 
for the city, shall open all the returns left 
respectively with the Election Commission- 
ers, the County Clerk, and the City Con- 
troller, and shall make abstracts or state- 
ments of the votes,” etc. After giving di- 
rections how to separate and scrutinize the 
various returns and about declaring the re- 
sult, it is provided that the County Clerk 
shall make outa certificate of election to each 
of the persons having the highest number of 


votes as declared by the order of the court for 
the several city and town offices, including 
Aldermen, and deliver such certificate of 


election to the person entitled to it on his 
application.“ 

This law deprives the ruling faction in the 
City Government and the Common Council 
of the privilege of controlling the election 


which affeets their tenure of office. They do 
not locate the precincts, nor appoint the 


judges, nor count the votes. This is as it 
should be. There is no more reason or jus- 
tice in giving the Mayor and Council the 
supervision and determination of an election 


in which they are personally interested than 


there would be in permitting an accused per- 
son to preside at his own trial or one of the 
parties to a lawsuit to select his own jury. 
The necessity for intrusting the canvass of 
votes to a disinterested tribunal, and for 
specifying the time when such canvass shall 
be made, has been strikingly illustrated by 
the course which the Council adopted with 
reference to the late municipal election, re- 
fusing for two months to declare the result, 
keeping men in office long after their terms 
expired, and keeping ont of the offices the 
men who were entitled to them by vote of 
the people. If the Democrats in the Legis- 
lature continue to obstruct the passage of the 
proposed law it will be because they approve 
of the methods ef the Chicago gang in dis- 
franchising honest voters at the polls and in 
nullifying for two months an; election of the 
people when they could not steal it.

The News says that England and Russia, be- 
ing assured of the King of Denmark’s read+ 
ness to act as arbitrator, have agreed to invite 
him to arbitrate. 

References are angrily made in each London 
journal, except the Daily News, this morning to 
the Russian Biue-Book issued last night. 
Even the Liberal. Chronicle says: It seems 
that England has yielded everything 
that could be yielded to Russia short 
of the domination, if not the possession, of 
Herat.” The Telegraph adds to this; The 
Blue-Book is decidedly painful reading for the 
patriotic Englishman.

He crossed over to Baku imme- 
diately, reaching Batoum the 24th of May. He 
appears none the worse for bis fatiguing jour- 
ney.

JOHN RUSKIN’S TORMENTORS. 

Lonpon, June L.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Cable 
to The Tribune. -A new method of literary 
persecution bas come to light in London. It 
has been noticed that letters bearing the signa- 
ture of John Ruskin, tac famous writer on art, 
have recently appeared in great numbers in 
the newspapers. ‘The letters bave treated of a 
wonderful range of subjects, and all have con- 
tained certain characteristics of the great 
critic, but most of them have displayed a 
tone of mingled petulance and arrogance which 
has tended to the belief that the author 
was getting querulous with advancing age. 
This flood of letters on all conceivabie sub- 
jects bas attracted considerable attention, and 
it has been uncharitably suzgested that their 
appearance at this time was intended to boom 
Mr. Ruskin's autobiography, the first number 
of which has just been published. The mys- 
tery was solved today by a letter trom Mr. 
Ruskin’s solicitors, who state that the letters 
are ali forgeries and that they have discovered 
the manufactory from which they have em- 
anated. They have traced no less than 280 
of these forgeries, including scores of Jetters 
to newspapers, invitations to social friends, 
orders to tradesmen and floriets for goods, and 
even letters of introduction to famous artiste. 
Tue motive of the forgers appears to have been 
pure mischief, as it cannot be learned that they 
have ever obtained a shilling’s worth of goods 
or credit on the strength of Mr. Ruskin's name. 
while, on the other band, their expenditures 
for monogram paper, printed letter-heads, 
postage, etc., has been considerable. 

ANOTHER DYNAMITE SCARE.

Many plans for an inter- 
national surveillance of traffic on the canal 
have been formed, but all have been opposed 
by England, whicn fears the complete collapse 
of its régime in Ecypt if the most important 
commercial institution in the country 
is to be made the subject of a 


multiple control. It is daily becoming 
more evident that Germany aud France are

THE BRITISH GRAIN TRADE. 

The Mark Lane Express saye: The weather 
is warmer. Wheat looks, tor the most part, 
yellow and sickly. So far as spring-cown grain 
is concerned, the wireworm bas almost dect- 
mated these crops, but enough is left to give 
an average yield, despite their sickly appear- 
ance. During June the conditions which 
would probably ruin wheat might advance bar- 
ley and oats. The sales of English wheat dur- 
ing the last week were 45,487 quarters at 34s 
lid, against 50,860 quarters at 87s d during 
the corresponding week, last year. Foreign 
trade was. again demoralized by the peace 
prospects. The off-coast trade was steady, but 
there were few buyers. There were twelve ar- 
rivals. Six cargoes were sold, ineluding 
one of California, and one of Oregon; 
ten were withdrawn, and eight remained, 
including one of Oregon. Quite a fleet 1s due 
today. There was ecarcely any demand, and 
quotations were nominal. A decline of 1e@2s 
since the Whitsunday holidays represents the 
nearest value. Fiour was Is lower. Maize was 
6d lower. Mixed American corn was steady at 
24s. Barleys were 6d and oats 6d lower. Beans 
and peas were 6d@I1s lower. 

Beerbobm’s circular stutes that the present 
wheat acreage of the United Kingdom is 10 per 
cent, and perhaps 15 per cent, below last year’s, 
and that this short acreage, combined witb the 
backwardness in the growth of the crop itself, 
will cause a deficiency in this year’s product as 
compared witb last year of 1,000,000 quarters. 
The circular also states that it is estimated that 
the wheat crop of Germany, Holland, and Bel- 
gium will be sbort this year 1,500,000 quarters, 
that of Austria, Hungary, South Russia, and 
Spain 1,500,000 quarters, and that of France 
8,500,000 quarters. 

CABLE NOTES. 

A royal decree has been issued enforcing the 
supplementary convention to the extradition 
treaty of March 23, 1868, between Italy and the 
United States.

The emissaries of El Mahdi now daily enter 
Suakin. The sick soldiers in Suakin are in- 
creasing in numbers. The Indian troops suffer 
terribly. The rebel forces are beginning to 
reuew their attacks upon Suakin. More of the 
tribes hitherto friendly to the English are 
wavering in their feaity. Ei Mahdi has sent 
ten guns to Osman Digna, and a supply of 
arms and ammunition will follow. 


The Marquis of Hartington was among the 
equestrians in the park today, sitting on his 
borse with his accustomed jaunty air and iook- 
ing as gay and débonnaire as ever.

In many in- 
stances these refugees reach the German fron- 
tier in a destitute oondition.

His remains were exposed last night at the 
court-yard of the Hotel de Ville, to which a 
church-like effect bad been given.

It 
was the sixth annual visit of Augustin Daly's 
comedy company to Chicago, and a more de- 
lightful occasion both to players and to 
auditors the gid house has probably never 
witnessed. All the members of the organiza- 
tion are as well known here as they are at home, 
and it is only proper to say they are quite as 


much appreciated. 80 when tne cur 
tain disclosed a pretty piazza scene 
the audience was quite prepared 


to extend a kind welcome to the favorita, 
whose refined art bad filled with pleasure many 
a night in the past. It is bard to say whose en- 
trence was most warmly recognized. When 
Ada Rehan swayed down the stage in ber 
bionde, languid gracefulnecs there was a trace 
of agitation in her demeanor as she acknowl- 
edged the fervor of the applause. The spon- 
taneity of the zreeting to Mrs. Gilbert must 
have been as grateful to ber as it was refresh- 
ing to ber many friends. The pleasant recep- 
tion of Miss Edith Kingdon, who was new to 
Chicago, was prophetic of the charming im- 
pression she was destined to make before the 
eveulng was over, 

The comedy was as pretty a piece of filigree- 
work as Mr. Daly has ever devised, It is one 
of those dainty, lace-‘ike pieces which must 
be gently handied, not to be torn or warred, 
The story is as simple as the plot of a one-act 
sketch, but the ingenuity with which the 
situations are developed and the tact with 
which groupings of characters are effected are 
altogether admirable. Jobn Drew and Ada 
Reban were discovered as a you couple just 
out of their honeymoon, and Jobn bad com- 
mitted the indiscretion of writing an anony- 
mous novel which was in its tenth edition, 
They had married, it seems, for family 
reasons, and were not quite sure that 
they loved each other because the preliminary 
course of true love bad not run with sufficient 
roughness, They succeeded, bowever, before 
the boneymoon was overin raising a breeze 
which effectually ruffled the silvery stream of 
marital happiness, Miss Rehan wrote under 
an assumed name to the autbor of 
the anonymous novel, and John Drew, 
who also concealed his identity, 
replied in glowing terms, so that husband and 
wife, without suspecting it,were in correspond- 
ence and were soon deeply in love with ideals 
which they littie knew were realized in their 
own persons. James Lewis, as Dr. Quatties, is 
“love's postman,” and although be is in John 
Drew's secret he does not know the lady in the 
conse, for Migs Rehan’s letters are received by 
her accommodating friend, Miss Bdith King- 
don. The piot, it will be seen, is artiticial, but, 
like acup and sauce of frail old china, the very 
artificiality is a charm-inspiring delicacy of 
touch, The dialog, while not brilliant in a lit- 
erary sense, is incisive, pointed, and gay, and 
exactly suited to the fashionable forms of 
American life, which the play depicts. There 
is no trace ot the German original in the piece 
beyond the outlines—and, like a florist’s de- 
sign, tne outlines are hidden in flowers. 

The first act came to an end when Joba 
Drew discovered that bis wife was carrying ou 
a clandestine correspondence, and the climax 
was reached after the method of Sardou—a 
strixing situation followed bya quick round- 
ing up of the scene in a manner that was as 
mirtbful as it was urtistic.

POINTMENTS — FIRST-ASSISTANT SQUIRES 

RETAINED—REA THE AUDITOR. 

The new Postmaster, Mc. 8. Corning Judd, 
took charge of his office yesterday morning. 
Mr. Palmer, the retiring officer, arrived a little 
before 9 o'clock and waited nearly half an 
hour for Mr. Judd. The new Postmaster first 
entered the main office, from which be was es- 
corted into the commodious private office by 
Mr. C. 8. Squires, the First-Assistant Post- 
master. They were also accompanied by Mr. 
John H. Rea, Mr. Judd's Auditor of the office. 
Mr. Palmer received bis successor with a warm 
shake of the band, and the two proceeded at 
once to sign the papers included in the transfer 
without ceremony or formality. The articles 
included in the list were the stock of stamps, 
stamped envelopes, newspaper-wrappers, blank 
books, books, and papers, None of the cash 
on band was turned over. All the funds of the 
office are, under the rules, deposited at the 
Sub-Treasury, and a return of the same made 
to the head of the department at Wash ington. 
The attention of Mr. Judd was called by bis 
predecessor to the fact that it is customary to 
begin paying the railway postal-clerks the Ist 
of the month, and that it would be necessary 
to telegraph to Wasbington for authority to 
turn over to him about $30,000 of the money 
on deposit at the Sut-Treasury. The telegram 
was sent at once, and the order came by tele- 
graph in response early in the afternoon. 
While these matters were meeting attention 
the door leading into the public office was 
closed, the only persons present being Mr. 
Squires, Mr. Rea, Mr. Palmer, and Mr. Judd. 
After the receipts were signed and Mr. Judd 
had thus practically assumed charge, he turned 
to Mr. Squires and requested him to make out 
the papers fur his own appointment as First- 
Assistant Postmaster. This done, he was im- 
mediately sworn in. Then followed the ap- 
pointment ot John H. Rea as Auditor of the 
office. These two were the only appointments 
made. Nobody received any orders, and the 
office as far as its general workings are con- 
cerned ran along in the ordinary way 
during the remainder of the day. 
This fact gave rise to a little confusion 
now and then in the main office, which was 
continually besieged with callers all dar. The 
visitors represented every grade of Democracy. 
some being well acquainted with Mr. Judd, 
while others knew nim only as one of the party 
who had recently “got sometbing’’ and who 
had it in bis power to make afew appoint- 
ments bimself. 

Amone those who dropped in during the fore- 
noon were Judge Lyman Trumbull, Mr. Law- 
rence of the First National Bank, Chariey 
Kern who wants to be United States Marshal, 
William Best, Paui Dennisin shining biack 
cloth and glaring white-piug fhat, Dock Stitt 
shaved, waxed, ani gummed, and many 
others who were wholly unknown. 
Stock-Yards, Bridgeport, and suburban dele- 
gations, embracing anxious specimens of the 
unwashed, came in later. Some of these 
forced themseiyes forward with an air of as- 
surance, and asked their way to Mr. Judd's of- 
fice, which they boldly entered. Others paused 
to inquire whether be was then at leisure. Mr. 
Patten, the office secretary, was generally ap- 
plied to, and his answer was generally, ‘I 
don't know how busy ne is. There is some 
one in there.“ Shall I goin now, or wait?“ 
was the next inquiry. 

** You can doas you like about that. I have 
no orders to keep you out,.“ was tbe formula 
forthe reply, so they either braced up and 
drove themselves in or retirea. The generally 
went in. There were some who contented 
the mselves with peering through the half-open 
door and then :etiring. The light seemed too 
fierce tor them, and they needed the courage 
and backing of their friends outside, with 
whom they retired juto dark corners for pur- 
poses of consultation. The afternoon callers 
numbered among o United States Com- 
missioner P. A. Hoyne and M. W. Fuller. 

With regard to bis course in the office bere- 
after, Mr. Judd said he would not be precipi- 
tute about making changes. He said he had 
been able to see no reason why Mr. Squires 
should not be retained and that be had not ap- 
pointed him as a temporary measure. He ex- 
pected when he made the appointment that it 
would be as permanent as bis own. 

Mr. Rea, the new Auditor of the office, who 
succeeds Mr. R. P. Upham, is a Democrat. He 
is said to be an excellent accountant and has 
had some experience in banking. He bas been 
a resident of Chicagp for many years, though 
he is perhaps better known at Indianapolis. 
where be was a cierk of the United States 
Court and subsequently United States Commis- 
sioner. The office of Auditor is considered the 
most important one within the gift of the 
Post master. although there are two employés 
of the Post-Office who receive larger salaries. 
The Auditor gets 88.000, the Superintendent 
of Mails $3,250, and the First Assistant $3,450. 

E. P. Upham, who has held the position of 
Auditor under Mr. Paimer for eight years, was 
a friend of tis boyhood when both lived at 
Jamestown, N. Y. :

Hartrorp, Conn., June 1.—JSpeolal.— The 
newly-created Bureau of Labor Statistics in 
this State starts out upon a stormy sea. It was 
demanded by the workingmen and the Legis- 
lature created it especiaily in their interest. 
Gov. Harrison's appointment of Prof. Hadley 
of Yale as its first Commissioner bas been re- 
ceived with dissatisfaction by the labor organ- 
izations throughout the State, who claim the 
appointment of a college man, with no prac- 
tical experience with labor problems, defeats 
the objects for which the bureau was created. 
Prot. Hadley bas a deserved reputation as a 
statistician and writer on political economy, but 
he bas never soiled his hands with labor, nor 
bas be any acquaintance with the evils of the 
employment system, other than from hearsay. 
The temper of the workingmen was shown by 
an Occurrence bere today. Gov. Harrison sug- 
gested to Prof. Hadley that, before entering 
upon his duties, it might be advisable to have 
an interview with representatives of the 
Knights of Labor and other labor organiza- 
tions. A conference was arranged and Prof. 
Hadley came to Hartford on the morning train

THINKS HE HAS DISCOVERED THE CAUSE 
OF HARD TIMES. 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., June 1.—(Editor of The 
Tribune.|—If you can make the cause of bara 
times clear to the understanding of the busi- 
ness-men and laborers of the country you will 
bestow on them a blessing for which they 
should be forever thanktul. I have been 
studying the problem ever since 1873, and think 
I have discovered the cause, but do not know 
bow to explain it so as to be correctly under- 
stood. 1 find by reference to Amasa Walker's 
political economy a table showing the volume 
of the circulating medium used as money for a 
period of sixty years, giving the volume or 
each year. By a careful examination of that 
table I find that there was a contraction of the 
circulating medium during or immediately pre- 
ceding every year of hard times; and this, I 
think, was notably the case in 1878, when the 
contraction was legally forced for the purpose, 
as claimed at the time, to get downto hard- 


pan. : 

I wish your aid in the investigation of the 
following tacts: Did the Bankers’ Convention 
at Louisville about two years ago deciare in 
favor of retiring the National-bank currency 
unless they were given a fifty-year bond, being 
allowed to issue to the full value of the 
bond, and make a demand for the stoppage of 
the coinage of silver? Also a declaration in 
favor of or advice to the National bauks to 
stop discounts as far as possible until the de- 
mands were complied with? Did not the Nation- 
al Bank Committee urge before the Banking 
Committee at the next session of Congress 
aiter the said convention at Louisville, to 
whom they presented the demands and wishes

$346,000,000, are not all the gr.enbacks lost, 
burned, or destroyed since they were first is- 
sued counted as being in circulation? And are 
not ali the burned and destroyed National- 
bank notes counted in the National-bank cir- 
culation? Is not the circulating medium 
greatly contracted in tbe last two years by 
forcing it into retirement or locking it up in 
banks and the United States Treasury? 

If such are the facts, could matters not be 
greatly remedied in the interest of general 
business by allowing nothing to circulate as 
money but what is a legal tender for the pay- 
ment of ail debts, and making it a uniiorm 
vo.ume at a certain number of dollars per 
capita, so as to got rid of the inflation and con- 
traction process?

East-Bound Freight Troubles Will the 
Grand Trunk Gobble the West 
Shore? 


A meeting of the General Passenger Agents of 
the roads running east from this city was held yes- 
terday atthe mee of Chairman G. C. Moore to 
take joint action regarding the reduction in east- 
bound passenger rates made by the Pennsylvania. 
All the roads were represented except the Chicago 
& Atlantic, which still refuses to act with the other 
lines. The representative of the Pennsylvania 
stated that the action of the company in reducing 
rates to New York to $17 first-class and $14 second- 
clasg was forced upon it by the action ot the West 
Shore and the New York lines in failing to with- 
draw their cheap tickets from the wmar- 
ket, which enabled ecalpers to delt 
tickets to New York, via Buffalo, for 817. 
His company, however, was willing to join the 
other roads in an effort to maintain the new rates. 
After discussion it was decided to adopt the rates 
as made by the Pennsylvunia for all lines (except 
the Chicago & Atlantic, of which no notice is to be 
taken), and corresponding rates to all other points. 
The rates agreed upon and which go into effect at 
once are as follows: 2

To points not quoted in the above tariff the rates

The Chairman was instructed to telegraph Mr. 
E. A. Ford, General Passenger Agent of the Penn- 
sylvania, requesting him to withdraw his notice to 
his Western connections authorizing them to base 
their rates upon the new rates from Chicago, as 
otherwise the Western roads might flood the mar- 
ket with such tickets and make a restoration of 


rates impossible when the cheap tickets by the 
New York lines from Buffalo to New York have 
been withdrawn or disposed of. It was claimed 
that the West Shore andthe other New York lines 
were making an earnest effort to redeem the out- 
standing cheap tickets, 


THE NORTHWESTERN TROUBLES. 

None of the dissatisfied roads in the Northwestern 
Traffic Association bus as yet given notice of ap- 
peal from the recent award of percentages by Ar- 
bitrator Bogue. Itis not probable that such notice 
will be given until after the meeting of the associa- 
tion, which will probably be held at Commissioner 
Carman’s office next Friday. If that meeting suc- 
ceeds in settling the trcubles regarding the busi- 
ness going over the Washburn Line to Washburn. 
no appeal from the recent award will likely be 
taken, asin that case the Milwaukee & St. Paul, 
which is the most dGissatistied of the various 
roads, will have no good cause in creat- 
ing further trouble. It transpires that the 
trouble ts not because the Northwestern refuses to 
report ite Washburn business to the pool. The 
Northwestern bas been reporting that business 
right along, but insists that the business should be 
accounted tor at a 10-cent rate, while the regular 
rate is 124% cents, and the Milwaukee & St. Paul 
objects to that. The reasou for the Northwest- 
business accounted 
for at a 10-cent rate is that it is compelled to 
take business at thas rate on account of 
the competition of the St. Paul & Duluth and the 
Wisconsin Central’s Green Bay line. If it refused 
to meet the rates by these lines it got no business 
atall forite Washburn line. It is quite likely that 
the Northwestern will be sustained in its position, 
it being the general opinion that its demand is fair 
and that it ought to be granted. If the Milwaukee 
then still feels inclined to make trouble there will, 
no doubt, be another war on Northwestern traffic 
more serious than the one just closed. 


BURLINGTON, CEDAR; RAPIDS & NORTHERN. 

The annual report of thé Burlington, Cedar Rap- 
ids 4 Northern, including all teased roads and 
branches, for the year ending Dec. 31, 1884, shows 
the gross earnings to have been $2,796.459; operat- 
ing expenses, $1,917.768; net earnings, $879,691. 
For the year 1883 the Kross earnings Were $2,863,- 
555; operating expenses, 81.968. 177; net earnings, 
$895,378. Decrease in 1884, $15,687. The number of 
miles of road owned and leased by the company at 
the beginning of this year, including all branches, 
was 713 miles. The Cedar Rapids & Clinton Rail- 
way has been completed by the building of forty- 
six miles between Elmira and Noels and a three- 
mile branch line at the Cedar River, leading to the 
stone-quarries, making a total of forty-nine miles. 
The total mileage of the Cedar Rapids & Clinton 
Railway is eighty-one miles. 

The Chicago, Decorah & Minnesota Railway has 
been completed by the building of twenty-three 
miles from a junction three miles south of Post- 
ville on the Milwaukee Division to Decorah; total, 
twenty-three miles. A branch of the Cedar Rap- 
ids, Iowa Falls & Northwestern Railway has been 
built from Dows to Madison Junction on the Min- 
neapolis 4 St. Louis Railway; total, forty-one 
miles. The Cedar Rapids, lowa Falis & North- 
western Railway has been extended from Lake 
Park, Ia., to a junction with the Wisconsin. Minne- 
sota & Pacific, near Watertown, Dak., being thirty- 
six miles in Iowa, fifty-five miles in Minnesota, 
and seventy-three miles in Dakota; total, 164% 
miles. The total number of miles added during 
the year was: In lowa, 148; in Minnesota, fifty- 
five; in Dakota, seventy-two. Total number of 
miles operated by the company Dec. 31, 1884, 990. 
The extensions of the several lines were not com- 
pleted in time to add materially to the earnings of 
the year. The failure of the crops along the lines 
of the company in 1882 and 1883 depressed its local 
business. Yet the tonnage carried in 1884 ex- 
ceeded by. 131,542 tons the amount carried in 1883. 
But this increase being entirely on through traffic 
and carried at lesser rates failed to keep the earn- 
ings up to those of 1883. 


EAST-BOUND FREIGHT AFFAIRS. 

East-bound freight affairs are in a worse condi- 
tion than before. Although no road is charging 
more than 13 cents on grain from Chicago to New 
York business is unusually light. The hopes that 
the meeting between the managers of the Chicago 
roads and the trunk-line Presidents in New York 
last Tuesday would succeed in changing the de- 
plorable conditions of affairs were not realized. At 
Tuesday's meeting the trunk-line Presidents 


| adopted the following resolutions:

Louis Railway has been and is a St. Louis institu- 
tion. Its president, Mr. J. W. Paramore, several of 
its principal directors, and its officers are 
chiefly St. Louis men. The company. was 
originally organized in 1879. The road was opened 
for through business Aug. 12, 1883. May 29, 1884, 
it pooled with the Illinois Central and the Cairo 
Short-Line to interchange business and operate 
the roads as one line. It also pooled with several 
Arkansas lines, which gave the Texas & St. Louis 
a number of important termini and made it one 
of the most prominent feeders of St. Louis. The 
road was not built, however, without much finan- 
cial difficulty. Its total length is 730 miles, of 
which 304 miles in Texas have always given the 
greatest trouble and are at the bottom of the pres- 
ent break in the negotiations. The announcement 
is a bad blow to the city. 


A COMPLICATED CASE. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 1.—([Special.]—In the 
United States Circuit Court today the Chicago, St. 
Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha Railway Company tiled 
a bill of complaint against Henry H. Porter, 
former President and director of the company. 
The claim is made that in 1878 Mr. Porter, without 
right or authority and in breach of his trust as an 
officer of the Chicago, St. Paul & Minneapolis Rail- 
way Company, issued 6,980 shares of the company’s 
preferred stock, the greater portion of it to him- 
self, and about 20,000 shares diviaed between Ros- 
well P. Flower. David Dows, Emma A. Schiey. P. 
L. Cable, and Abraham Baylis. Two years later 
this railway company and the Northern Wisconsin 
Company were consolidated, since being known as 
the Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis & Omaha. By 
the conditions of the consolidation the stock of the 
old companies was exchangeabie for stock in the 
consolidated concern, and the objectionable 6,980 
shares were so exchanged and have since drawn 
dividends regularly. The company now asks the 
court to compel Porter to explain the affair, from 
which a number of suits have grown, and which 
has become a very complicated case. About 
$1,000,000 is involved in the suit. 


ST. LOUIS, ALTON & TERRE HAUTE.

WHO IS THE FIRST LADY IN THE LAND 

WAasHINGTON, D. C., May 30.— There are a 
number of people who find pleasure in agitat- 
ing the question as to who is * The first lady in 
the land?” when there is an unmarried Presi- 
dent in the White House. There has not been 
any progress made in the settiement of the 
much-discussed question. This question first 
received a general discussion when James 
Bucbanan was President. Miss Harriet Lane, 
though the mistress of the White House, where 
ebe presided with such great distinction for 
ber uncle. never claimed to be the firat lady, 
and positively re!used to express any opivion 
on the subject.

THE OPERA FESTIVAL HALL 
HAMLIN PLEADING TO SAVE IT FROM DESTRUC- 
TION. 

The Council Committee on Public Buildings 
got together yesterday afternoon and took up 
the order instructing the Superintendent of 
Buildings to remove the structure inside the 
Exposition Building. 

Mr. Hamlin, one of the lessees, said changes 
had been made and the house was now as safe 
as any theatre in the city. He had a contract 
with the carpenters to remove the structure be- 
tween Aug. 1 and 10. 

Ald, Sanders wanted to know where the au- 
thority came from to construct it. 

No one could tell, but it was intimated that 
Mayor Harrison, who was a member of the 
N 4ssociation, might be able to enlighten 


Ald. Dixon said the Exposition people exbib- 
ited a coutract with the association which 
called for a structure in accordance with the 
ordinances aud uccyptable to the authorities. 
The insurance companies did not object to it. 

Ald. Sweeney was in favor of acting in ac 
cordance with the report of the Fire Marshal 
and Superintendent of Buildings, who pro- 
nounced the structure unsafe. 

Mr. Hamlin said great precautions would be 
taken to prevent a fire getting under headway 
if one started. / 

Superintendent Kirkland stood by his re- 
port. He understood there was an agreement 
with the Mayor to take the structure down 
within fifteen days after the festival olosed. 
He never accepted the structure, but objected 
to it, and the architect admitted the structure 
was a flagrant violation of the law. 

Ald. Sweeney was in favor of recommending 
the passage of the order. 

Mr. Hamiin said be bad signed the lease in- 
nocentiy. No comp aint or protest had ever 
been made, and he supposed the authorities 
were satisfied. Removal would be barmful to 
him, as he had signed ali bis contracts for per- 
formers. 

Superintendent Kirkland didn’t think the 
building was as safe as the theatres. If a fire 
vroke out there it would be impossible to 
stop it. 

Mr. Hamlin remarked that jealousy on the 
part of some of the local managers was at the 
bottom of the opposiuon to the building. 

Superintendent Kirkland said a report had 
been made on its condinon, and if a fire o> 
curred and there was loss of hfe the F.re Mar- 
shai and himself would be free from responsi- 
bility. No authority had been granted by the 
city to construct it. 

Afver some further talk action was deferred 
for a week, Mr. Hamlin offering to adopt any 
suggestions that will make the structure as 
safe as possivie. 

Mr. Hamlin took out a license after the com- 
mittee adjouroed, and itis not likely that the 
matter will be heard of again, unless, after his 
season is over, the structure still remains.

BOARD OF EDUCATION. | 
SHORTSIGHTEDNESS IN THE SCHOOLS — THE 
TEXT-BOOKS FOR THE YEAR. 

The Board of Education held a special meet- 
ing last night to consider the subject of text- 
books. | 

Dr. William F. Smith, an oculist, who bas 
been examining the eyes of the pupils 
in the North Division schools, . submit- 
ted a supplemental report, embodying 
the following facts, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Teachers: 
Ot 204 pupils, fourteen years old examine 
10.84 percent were suffering from myopia; of 
206, twe.ve years old, 10 per cent; and of 220, 
seven years old, 5.9 per cent. In the North 
Division High School 34.62 per cent of the 

upile bad normal vision, in the Frankiio 

bool 36.36 per cent, and in the Ogden School 
$4.86 per cent. On the strength of these facts 
the doctor recommended that all pupils under 
ten years should be instructed solely by object 
and oral lessons, 

The report of the Committee on Text-Books 
having been called up, the board went into 
Committee of the Whole. 

Alter some debate the report of the commit- 
tee was adopted as to the primary grades, sub- 
ject to the tollowing changes: In the first year 
drawing is placed under the direction of the 
special teacher, the board suppiying pencils 
and paper in the latter half of the year, to the 
exclusion of the slates now in use. Io the 
second year pen and ink, supplied by 
the board, are to be used in lieu 
of slate and pencil. The course in arithmetic 
in this grade is changed 60 as to consist of 
reading and writing numbers up to 1,000; pro- 
gressive addition of numbers containing four 
numbers and multiplication and division with 
a multiplier and divisor not exceeding five. 
In the third year drawing is to be done on the 
board’s paper in place of slates; the drawing 
of maps on the blackboard is dispensed with. 

The committee’s recommendation of the 
books to be used was adopted for the year. 
They are substautially the same as those now 


The committee’s report, as amended by the 
Committee of the Whole, was then adopted. 

A report by Mr. Collier, for the Committee 
on Public Library Relations, proposing a plan 
for placing the use of the public library at the 
free disposal of the school children was sub- 
mitted. The board then adjourned.

Louis Reaume, the mao who shot Officer Bar- 
yett and created such general consternation at 
the Polk street depot yesterday afternoon, is 
now at the County Hospital. Dr. Thiele, the 
surgeon in attendance, thinks he cannot re- 
cover. | 

4 TRIBUNE reporter was admitted to see him 
yesterday aiternoon. The man’s actions Sun- 
day would seem to show that he was bope- 
lesly insane. What be said yesterday might 
have different construction. He might be an 
ordinary crazy man with the attendant nallu- 
cinations, or he might be an exceedingly clever 
sane man with a fixed idea—namely: to es- 
cape the consequences of some crime. The 
supposition that he was temporarily crazed by 
whisky is also possible. The following con- 
versation which the reporter bad with him will 
best enable the reader to say which conclusion 
he wili adopt. | 

„ Reaume,“ queried the reporter. how are 
you today?” 

The wounded man looked up quickly and 
said: ‘** Woere’s the rope?“ 

„The rope? What do you mean?” 

* Aren’t you the hangman?’”’ 

The reporter said that he did not aspire to 
that honor, but was merely a newspaper man. 

“Well d—— my eres,“ said Reaume, I 
thought you were the hangman. They told me 
in Denver that they would stretch my neck in 
Chicago, and I thought you were going to do it 
for me.“ 

“Who told you so!“ 

“T dunno. One man came up and said that 
they were going to lynch me. That scared me. 
Then another man told me the same thing, and

The nurse in charge 
took the reporter away and refused to permit 
him to talk to the patent any longer. 

Dr. Thiele said that he could not at present 
teli whether the man was insane or not. He 
bad examined his eyes and found them ina 
normal condition. The only means by which 
be could form an estimate was by his speech 
and actions. Different conclusions might be 
drawn from these. He might be temporarily 
insane from the effects of driak; the shock of 
the bullets in bis body might have affected bis 
sensibilities temporarily; or he might be sim- 
ply feigning. The doctor was too busy attend- 
ing to the patient's physical wants to pay 
much attention to hia mental condition. , 

The general opinion of the attendants at the 
hospital seems to be, however, that Reaume 
was suffering from a peculiar kind of delirium 
tremens. 

“Men see snakes,” said they; “why 
shouldn't they think that Sheriffs are after 
them? One is as bad as the other.“ 

“It’s just deviltry,” said another. He's 
no more crazy than you are. He's a dead 
tough man; that’s what he is.” 

Whether the man is an irresponsible lunatic 
or a man who is willing to fight any odds or 
bis life may be at present uncertain. The ex-

THE EL PASO EPISODE. 

EL. Paso, III., June 1.—[{Special.j—As the 
cannon-ball train from Kansas City due at this 
place at 10:08 yesterday morning came to a 
halt here a tew citizens were standing along 
the platiorm, among them City-Marsbal B. 8. 
Paul, who, contrary to previously pubiished 
accounts, knew nothing about the presence of 
the crank; but while standing near the chair- 
car he heard a shot fired, and at the same 
time saw a brakeman dodge to the 
rear of the train.

During his stay in the city he came 
to the office of his brother, R. F. Reaume, an 
advertising agent in the Chandler Riook, every 
day to look over the newspapers, and he always 
seemed to be in good spirits. He was naturally 
reserved about matters pertaining to himself, 
and if his failure in business preyed upon 
bis mind none of those who came in 
contact with him daily were aware of the fact. 
Although unabdie to find satisfactory employ- 
ment here, he was averse to returning to Colo- 
rado, but at the solicitation of his wife, former 
ly Miss Lizzie Rockwell of Denver, to whom he 
bas been married two years, he decided to try 
bis luck once more in the West. Through the 
influence of an old friend be received the Colo- 
rado agency fora tobacco company’s goods, 
and four weeks ago yesterday be left 
tor Denver with his family, taking a 
full line of tobacco samples. He had 
not much confidence in working up 
a lucrative trade for the Detroit tobacco man- 
ufacturers and took the agency witb a view of 
combining it with whatever otber business be 
might engage in. He tried to induce bis moth- 
er to accompany bim to Colorado. Several 
letters were received from him. In the last, 
which reached his mother only a few days ago, 
be intimated that he was not doing even as 
well as he expected and said that he would 
probably be back to Detroit in less than 
a year to live permanentiy. Nothing 
more was heard from bim or his 
wife until this mornmg, when R. F. 
Reaume received a dispateb from Mrs. Reaume 
conveying the first information of the shooting 
to the family.

Melrose—Wheat and oats are short com- 
pared with last year, on account of cold, wet 
spring; flax is doing well, with considerable 
sown; orn all planted and acreage larger than 
last year, but much replanting on account of 
poor seed; wire-worms working on the corn; 
prospects for fruit of all kinds very good. 
Orrawa, III., June 1.—[Special. ;|—Reports 
from various parts ot this county (La Salle) on 
the condition of the crops have been Very uu- 
favorable until the last few days.

SUIT OVER FALSE TEETH. 


A WOMAN CONTENDS THAT HER MOUTH 
WAS POISONED AND HER HEALTH 


RUINED. 

Brooklyn Eagle: Minnie Braden, through 
her attorney, ex-Judge M. L. Towns, has be- 
gun a suit in the Supreme Court against David 
R. Longenecker, dentist, of No. 519 Fulton 
street. She alleges that she employed the de- 
fendant to make and adjust for her mouth a 
plate and false teeth for a consideration, and 
adjust and deliver the same to the plaintiff. 
This be did and received therefor the sum of 
$15, the agreement being that the teeth 
should be of pure and safe material, so 
that the plate and teeth would not be 
dangerous and unsafe. He failed, how- 
ever, to use proper skill or care, and employed 
“poisonous and impure substauces, and fitted 
the plate and teeth to the mouth of the plaintiff 
when they were impure and poisonous, and 
impregnated with noxious substances, danger- 
ous to life, so that the plaintiff's mouth was 
made sore and ber health undermined and 
ruined. Plaintiff further alleges that the de- 
fendant well knew the unbealthful and poison- 
ous condition of the plate and set of teeth, 
whiie the piaintiff was ignorant thereof. For 
damage the plaintiff demands $50,000, with the 
costs of the action. The defendant, through 
his attorney, Robert A. Davison, denies the 
allegations and alleges that the plaintiff's own 
negligence has contributed to the injury, if 
there was any. ‘
